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The Guernsey Pilgrimage 


They Learned the Meaning Hospitality and Created New Friendships 


pen only can record the general facts 

about the Pilgrimage AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
its Fiftieth Anniversary, the home-land 
the breed. There much record that bare facts 
chronological story will not give. This story needs the in- 
spired pen. started this trip because had made 
the goal half century. Proud are this half cen- 
tury association activity, nevertheless, one the outstand- 
ing facts absorbed each member the party was the 
relative youth America compared with the European 
countries. There great admiration, increased admira- 
tion, for the value age building the mind and heart 
man true appreciation for the work and sacrifices made 
the earlier statesmen, rulers, educators, scientists, and agri- 
cultural leaders. How clearly can traced our every cus- 
tom! Many the practice custom America that finds 
its root the older nations. 

This issue the GUERNSEY JOURNAL dedi- 
cated our hosts during the Pilgrimage. 
worthy every respect but much more the minds 
members the party than can possibly portrayed the 
readers the story. 

The purpose this opening article lay rather 
panoramic view the entire tour England, Jersey, Sark, 
Alderney, and Guernsey—visited the order named but 
with difference courtesies extended and hospitality given. 

London was our port landing. The usual routine cus- 
tomary the docks was new and pleasant experience 
all us. Our next contact with London was the bus ride 
from the docks the Russell Hotel. Thrills became almost 
hourly occurrence but none was quite lasting the 
one this bus. started off top speed, had gone but 
few blocks when coming meet was another bus top 
speed. suddenly noticed the approach was being made 
our side the street and you can imagine yourself going 
head-long into double-decker about twenty miles 
hour. met that bus perfectly, that say, our thrill was 
all for nothing. They London the left instead 
the right America—so the near disaster cul- 
minated orderly passing two busses, but never 
outlived this left hand meeting. really seemed remarkable 
one the party said, they can always wrong 
and yet right more than ordinary nerves can stand, 
especially riding the front 

Coming into the center London viewed the beauti- 
ful building which had across the huge entrance the motto, 
the Friendship English Speaking People.” This one 
experience: Seeing this silent pledge the bond the 
mother tongue—made England seem homelike—yet isn’t 
peculiar that with such masterpiece for common cause 
nearly every menu London printed 
Even some the waiters had the kitchen secure 
information what they were serving. Then what real 
relief was see that even heralded French the food 
was delicious. Certainly readers are not interested what 
had eat, but fact well worth the space needed for 
recording, that the English know their and pastry.” 

Scarcely had become settled the grand old hostelry, 
Russell Hotel, until were awaited upon Robert Ling, 
Secretary the English Guernsey Cattle Society, together 
with Ashby, whose duties are similar those our 
Superintendent Advanced Register. These two gentle- 
men cannot too highly commended for the excellent way 


which they had planned, together with their associates, 
our stay England. Sight-seeing London story 
itself—not lightly passed over, even the annals 
excursion such took through England. true, 
however, that this phase our delightful trip must wait 
another recorder. other articles presenting the details 
the various phases the trip will found the names 
Englishmen that have become dear the memory all 
members the party, but cannot pass without mention- 
ing Mr. Ling and Mr. Ashby. These men worked with 
constantly, keeping schedule, which was easy 
task, and making comfortable whenever 
cidently, you may hear some people tell that the English- 
men are slow, more less easy going, but you are hereby 
notified that the hardest working schedule laid out for was 
England; that our two friends showed more the six 
days were with them than seemed physically possible 
put into the short period—in fact they nearly killed 
with kindness. regard this tribute. 

May permitted add this point impression 
our Cousin, The Englishman. The first day England 
rather felt amused afternoon tea but before left 
England was the Americans that were enthusiastic and in- 
quisitive about when tea would served. all learned 
love the refreshing hour tea, sit and visit with our de- 
lightful hosts. Never was there embarrassing moment, 
never did anyone feel was out place. There reason 
for this—the beauty and grace with which the Englishman 
acts host another one the things that must lived 
through know how pleasing little established custom 
can become. 

Where will one find country-side like England! The 
grass darker green; the trees more aged and stately; the 
flowers seemingly bursting with more color and perfume than 
any place have ever seen. Possibly our Western Coast 
can approach these flowers, but takes the homes and 
fences and walls, and—everything that comes with centuries 
care and devotion, equal England. All through this 
country six days’ touring could seen these fields, pas- 
tures and gardens. The neatness with which the borders 
the high stone walls and the hedges the roadside are 
kept impresses one strongly that led think must 
have been mowed with lawn mower and raked with gar- 
den rake. Can you with this inadequate but general descrip- 
tion, combine with the impressive and permanent country- 
side home and rosy cheeked youngsters? Then you can 
imagine country-side where one could without great effort 
stop and live and happy. 

the third day our touring England went the 
Bath and West Agricultural Show. Special coaches had been 
provided the train and, much our surprise and pleasure, 
the Great Western Railway had prepared special menu, 
giving recognition AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE 
bit more appreciation the thoughtfulness our 
English Cousins was built when found that this Show 
special luncheon had been prepared for and even more, 
these thoughtful hosts had provided place where the Amer- 
icans could and rest and have tea. 

Certainly would difficult justice our English 
hosts the space available, but you should know about our 
last day. After starting least one and one-half hours 
late, due not our English Cousins’ failure ready, but 
our great desire visit few the historical spots Win- 
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chester, five herds were visited during the day. Probably 
near 200 miles toured large busses, which meant 
that when arrived our last stop had but thirty-five 
minutes eat dinner. Then drive three hours the boat 
Southampton sail for Jersey. Even then our hosts, 
together with Thomas Cook and Sons were obliged have 
the boat held for us. Tired and happily pleased with our 
visitin England boarded the steamer for Jersey. Youcan 
rest assured there nothing record between boarding the 
ship and breakfast time, except say that the English 


The steamer does not sail direct from Southampton 
Jersey. touched Guernsey six o’clock the morning. Few 
the Pilgrims failed rouse themselves and take peep 
Guernsey through the porthole. looked quiet and restful 
and all looked forward the time when would 
landing there. However, when 9.30 arrived and drew 
the dock Jersey, faced this beautiful little Island with 
great anticipation and wonderment. wondered just 
how these Jerseymen would feel toward these American 
Guernsey breeders. did not have long wonder. Stand- 
ing the dock was Perree, together with his Commit- 
tee: Maine, President Jersey Rotary Club; 
Belford, President, Jersey Chamber Commerce and 
for introductory formalities, which the reception commit- 
tee extended their American visitors the very heartiest 
welcomes. bit land that has been our experience 
visit impressed more with its pride than did Jersey, for 
not true that she the cradle the dynasty England? 
She all that remains the British Crown the Ancient 
Duchy Normandy. Has home rule within the empire. 
Here again story great interest but space prevents 
giving these royal hosts full credit. real thrill have 
the Jersey Rotary Club extend its hospitality providing 
special meeting that the Rotarians the party might make 
their attendance. were given directions the Ro- 
tary Luncheon and turned the corner walk the 
street the hotel, what did see but the largest American 
flag that any had ever seen hung city street. Need- 
less record that these Jerseymen made their friends 
and they showed delightful time. the two days that 
were there they allowed rest periods which could 
visit shop saw fit. The balance the time, with 
motors, they showed the Island and gave the great 
privilege seeing them conduct their Herd Register quali- 
inspection. Here men, women and children lead cows 
that had their side their bull progeny, whose hope for 
registrations lay primarily the evidences type and pro- 
duction the dam.

The second 
evening our stay Jersey, was our great privilege not 
only have become acquainted with the leaders the 
Island but dine and dance with them Wests, most 
charming dining and dancing hall. was here that heard 
with pride and pleasure the toast the King England and 
the President the United States His Excellency the 
Honorable Sir Francis Bingham, B., G., 
Lieutenant Governor. was here that Sir Venables 
Vernon, Bailiff Jersey, toasted the guests Jersey 
and was here that all Jersey seemed extend welcome 
that was certainly pleasing and outstanding. difficult 
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leave this part our trip. difficult pass without 
mentioning friends made and the extraordinary courtesies 
extended, but must done. all wondered the work 
Mr. Perree and his countrymen, even America where 
are proud our hospitality, must admit these Jersey- 
men taught the value the common bond understand- 
ing and friendship between two great breeds dairy cattle. 
asked several the Jerseymen why they willingly and 
without expense the Americans provided such delightful 
entertainment—why they had gone end trouble 
give good time and teach their methods. Universally 
their reply was somewhat these words: not hope 
change you breeders from Guernseys Jerseys. 
not want impress you with the opinion that are 
superior. What know that when you return America 
and someone asks you about Jersey you can honestly say 
that beautiful place, hospitable place, place where 
they can come irrespective their mission and receive 
hearty welcome.”

Guernsey Visit Prominent English Herds—By 


Guernsey Pilgrimage, celebration the Fiftieth 

Anniversary the founding THE AMERICAN GUERN- 
forty-seven people who participated truly most won- 
derful history, happy well very enlightening mem- 
ory. will try the following pages transmit much 
the memory the 7500 more readers the JouRNAL 
who were unable may able, but best this 
will imperfect. man, are agreed, that human 
words cannot adequately tell the story. The spirit our 
English and Island friends for the Guernsey cow and their 
wonderful hospitality must seen and felt first hand 
fully appreciated. 

Guernsey Week America ended very fittingly the 
hour midnight approached Friday, May 
one and multiples the Pilgrims and other friends the 
Guernsey found their way the Cunard dock, pier fifty- 
four the North River, New York City, until midnight 
found them very happy and enthusiastic lot. Promptly 
12.10 Saturday the Tuscania cast off with 
the forward deck and port rail lined with forty-four the 
Pilgrims and the dock lined with double more that number 
well wishers. accurately auspicious send-off. Even 
dame nature smiled us. For nine days Plymouth and 
two more London the log the Tuscania read “‘smooth 
sea, fine weather,” and later for fully six crossings the 
old English Channel not Pilgrim was seasick.

Late Saturday afternoon the Majestic the White Star 
Line hove sight and passed, whereupon the wireless 
messages began fly between Messrs. Musser and Scoville 
the Tuscania and Tenney, Shorewood Farm, Crys- 
tal Bay, Minnesota, and Brant, Brant Rancho, Owens- 
mouth, California, who had secured passage the Majestic. 
These two, with Miss Gile, sister Albion Gile, breeder, 
Chinook, Washington, who joined the party England, 
completed the personnel the Pilgrimage. 

Early Sunday morning, May rugged coast line 
Cornwall was sighted Lands End, England. Later Sun- 
day dropped anchor the harbor Plymouth, where 
several the party left the Tuscania. Some went directly 
London train. These reached London Sunday evening 
and gained about day and half over the rest which 
see London. Those who made this trip reported wonderful 
ride through Devonshire. Well laid out, thoroughly culti- 
vated, fertile farms, everything green and growing and 
every farm well kept herd cattle. Devonshire prac- 
tically all the cattle were the red dual purpose Devon. 
few the party used this time make flying trip 
Scotland, the home the Aberdeen Angus and the Ayr- 
shire, and Edinburgh and Glasgow. The rest stayed 
with the ship scheduled and the morning found our- 
selves tied the dock Havre, France. Landing 
cards were available, most spent the morning giv- 
ing that old French city the over.” Ten o’clock 
Monday morning found anchored the mouth the 
Thames River, waiting for the tide after beautiful sail 
the English Channel, and ten o’clock Tuesday morning 
found docked and ashore merry England. Representa- 
tives Thomas Cook and Son, Major Pemberthy and 
Colonel Cox, met the dock, and from then attended 
without fail every detail the management the trip— 
assisted under cover, later discovered, the sound 
judgment and able advice Karl Musser. 

were taken directly the Hotel Russell which became 
headquarters for the next five days. Presently appeared 
Robert Ling, secretary the English Guernsey Cattle 
Society, and his very able assistant, Ashby, chief in- 
spector for the English Society. (In America Mr. Ashby 
would called chief the Advanced Register Division) 
who welcomed sincerely and advised the plans for 
the week, which found had been most completely arranged 
through their offices. The English Guernsey Cattle Society 


very similar its organization THE AMERICAN GUERN- 
publishes herd register, conducts advanced register testing, 
and helps directly advertise and promote the breed. They 
differ that they very little business except with actual 
members. They also their own testing whereas America 
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the testing supervised the Experiment Stations the 
several states. There are now about 800 members the 
English society, which means about 800 active Guernsey 
breeders England contrasted with our 1,400 members 
and 19,300 breeders. That the interest growing very 
rapidly indicated the statement Mr. Ling, that when 
became secretary some eight years ago there were only 
about sixty members. 

The Tuscania was day behind schedule reaching Lon- 
don, hence the time allowed the scedule for sightseeing 
London was cut down half day, Tuesday afternoon. 
That afternoon was typical every other day England 
that saw just everything that was physically possible 
see the time available. Under the able guidance 
Major Pemberthy were driven many the historic 
places and were able visit detail Westminster Abbey, 
Middle Temple, and the Tower London. Vital parts 
the history the world seemed wrapped nearly 
every stone and every building London. Nothing seemed 
considered old that did not antedate the seventeenth 
century, and even events and structures the Elizabethan 
period seemed considered quite modern. The net re- 
sult Tuesday afternoon was arouse many earnest 
desire study their English history from the time 


Wednesday morning the inspection the English Guern- 
seys began earnest. More than that, there began series 
luncheons, teas and dinners, and hospitality the part 
the English breeders whose homes and herds visited 
the like which had never entered the minds single 
member the Pilgrimage. For warmth welcome and 
genuine friendliness our English friends could not have been 
excelled. all from Wednesday morning Monday night 
the Pilgrimage was entertained fourteen homes, visited 
fourteen herds, and spent one day the Bath and West 
Show, the second largest show England. were forced 
lack time miss many more excellent herds and 
confine our inspection those within easy distance Lon- 
don and Southampton. While for the most part the breeds 
cattle England seem segregated quite definite 
sections, Guernseys seem spreading into every part. 
There are excellent herds central and northern England. 
Probably the most thickly populated Guernsey section 
Cornwall, which more will told later. 


GoopNESTONE 


Wednesday morning motored East from London sixty 
miles Goodnestone Park, Canterbury (pronounced Gun- 
stone), Kent. Goodnestone the 5000 acre estate Lord 
Fitzwalter, one time President the English Guernsey 
Cattle Society, one the oldest and possibly the leading 
Guernsey breeder England. describe this beautiful 
estate with its gorgeous rhododendrons full bloom, the 
other shrubbery, the wonderfully laid out and well kept 
gardens, the old mansion with its wealth history, the fertile 
fields and ample pastures, and the same for all the other 
thirteen, would leave room the space available this 
article for the more particularly Guernsey end things. 
The same true the fine luncheon Goodnestone, most 
attractively set, and with fellowship always the finest, with 
the toasts his Majesty the King, and the President 
the United States, and with few well chosen remarks 
the host and the response usually Mr. Scoville. Occa- 
sionally, the writer recalls correctly, Mr. Gill and later 
the Islands Mr. Musser. the truth told the Pil- 
grimage was fact another those pilgrimages good will 
similar its effect international friendship, more intimate 
its nature, but with less world wide publicity, the won- 
derful feats our American fliers which were taking place 
the same time. 
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facilitate our inspection the herds the English breed- 
ers each place presented with neatly bound catalogue 
the herd prepared somewhat along the same order our 
smaller sales catalogues. gave the pedigrees, ages, 
records, etc.,of each animal the herd except the younger 
calves. make the catalogue useful number correspond- 
ing the page the catalogue was attached each animal 
the stable field. The idea was new most us, and 
might copied advantage breeders America the 
occasion field days other more less large visitations 
their herds. 

Lord Fitzwalter had catalogued forty-one head females 
milking age, twenty-one heifers and mentioned another 
twenty-five heifer calves born 1926, with the bulls herd 
about 100 head. This herd was revelation. better 
one could not have been picked give the start 
favorable impression English Guernseys. All except per- 
haps very few had been bred Goodnestone. All were 
real dairy cows, fine shoulders and withers, straight tops, 
long and level rumps, noticeably good udders, and best 
all, quality. They had the appearance milkiness which 
was confirmed figures. missed very agreeably the 
beefiness, whether caused differences feeding 
breeding, which all too prevalent the American show 
ring. learned also our delight and 
prise that the herd, although the property English 
Lord, forced pay. This was confirmed emphatically 
both Lord Fitzwalter and his able agent, Phillip 
Baker, whose shoulders rests the responsibility manage- 
ment. commenting the herd after the return Lon- 
don, member the Pilgrimage, who perhaps well 
qualified any pass judgment, remarked small group 
friends: herd to-day shows the greatest uniformity 
any herd that size have ever seen which has been en- 
tirely bred the owner.
